The  survey  of  state  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana 
was  instituted  cn  February  10,  1936,  as  part  of  a  nation-wide 
undertaking  under  tnc  supervision  of  Dr«  Luther  H,  Evans,  Sar.uel 
J.  Kagan,  state  arcnivist  of  the  Indiana  history  and  Archives 
Division  of  the  State  Library,  was  assigned  to  lead  the  project  as 
state  Director.    In  the  beginning  the  Survey  was  closely  associated 
with  tnc  ".'.'riters '  Project,    Cn  September  23,  1956,  the  historical 
Records  Survey  was  nominally  as  well  as  factually  :.:ade  independent 
of  the  "..'riters'  Project.    In  general,  it  has  from  its  inception 
acted  as  a  separate  and  independent  unit  of  Federal  Project  ho.  1* 

The  aim  and- purpose  of  tne  survey  of  county  records  i::  Indiana 
have  been  to  furnis::  the  officials  of  tne  local,  state,  and  national 
governments,  students  of  r.istory,  lawyers,  and  genealogists,  end  tne 
general  citizenry  interested  in  the  county  records,  with  a  convenient 
tool  for  use  in  consulting  then.    It  is  tne  object  of  tne  Survey 
to  r.ako  tne  valuable  source  materials  that  are  to  be  found  in  tne 
Indiana  courtnouses  and  otner  public  buildings,  available  and  more 
accessible  to  tnose  who  may  be  in  need  of  then,    it  is  our  nope 
that  the  information  contained  in  tnis  inventory  will  arouse  greater 
interest  in  state  and  local  historical  records  and  will  encourage 
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officials  to  continue  the  improvement  of  methods  Tor  the  preservatio; 
and  safekeeping  of  these  records. 

The  field  work  of  the  survey  of  Rush  County  was  begun  on  V-ocj

There  are  ninety-two  counties  in  Indiana,    '-.hen  the  survey 
of  the  county  archives  is  completed  a  separate  volume  is  to  be 
devoted  to  eacn  county  inventory  in  tne  state.    Rusn  County  is  :Io« 
■  70. 

The  inventory  proper  is  procoded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events  forming 
the  background  and  basis  of  the  records.    The  entries  for  the 
record  series  are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  count;/-. 
The  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  order:    Governing  boards; 
major  administrative  offices;  judicial  offices;  and  financial, 
educational,  nealtn,  engineering,  and  other  groups,  wherever 
applicable,  natural  groupings  under  separate  headings  are  made 
within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  are  arranged  thereunder  also 
according  to  their  functional  sequence.    A  full  and  extensive 
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index  following  the  inventory  will  help  the  reader  locate  records 
with  a  minimum  or  inconvenience  and  effort.

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PART  A.    RUSH  COUNTY  AND  ITS  RECORDS  SYSTEM 
1.    HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Rush  County,  situated  in  the  east  central  part  of  the  state, 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Hancock  and  Henry  Counties,  on  the 
east  by  Fayette  and  Franklin  Counties,  on  the  south  by  Lecatur 
County,  and  on  tho  west  by  Shelby  and  Hancock  Counties.    It  has  an 
area  of  409  square  miles. 

Rush  County  is  for  the  r.ost  part  a  gently  undulating  plain, 
broken  only  by  the  valleys  of  streams  that  traverse  the  area. 
Flat  Rock  River,  the  largest  strean  in  the  county,  flows  from  the 
northoast  to  tho  southwest,  and  with  its  tributaries — the  largest 

of  which  is  Little  Flat  Rock  Creek  drains  the  northeast,  central 

and  southwest  portions  of  the  county.    Tho  northwest  and  vrest 
portions  are  drained  by  Big  31ue  River  and  its  branches.  Little 
Blue  River  and  Hud  Creek. 

A  brief  picture  of  the  relationship  of  Indiana  tc  the  history 
of  the  United  States  as  a  vrhole  begins  with  the  landing  and  settle- 
ment of  the  English  at  Jamestown  in  1607.    The  French  founded 
yuebec  a  year  later,  and  began  a  series  of  explorations  to  the  west 
and  south  that  eventually  carried  La  Salle  to  tho  mouth  of  the 
rississippi  River.    On  April  S,  16S2,  he  claimed  the  entire  river 
valley — the  American  Middle  '.."est — in  the  name  of  France,  and  named 
it  Louisiana  in  honor  of  his  King.    In  the  territory  now  comprising 
Indiana,  French  trading  posts  had  boon  established  on  tho  present 
sites  of  Fort  V.'ayno,  Lafayctto,  and  Vinconnos  by  1735. 
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When  the  English  began  to  settle  the  Ohio  Valley  end  to 
compote  with  the  French  for  the  valuable  fur  trade,  the  economic 
basis  for  the  French  and  Indian  War  was  laid.    This  conflict 
ended  in  a  complete  victory  for  Britain,  and  by  the  Treaty  of 
Paris,  February  10,  1763,  the  Ohio    and  Mississippi  Valleys  came 
into  possession  of  the  Engliah.    Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of 
the  American  Revolution,  General  George  Rogers  Clark  captured  the 
British  forts  at  Kaskaskia  and  Vincormes.    This  vast  empire  now 
came  -under  the  jurisdiction  of  Virginia,  but  in  1734  the  United 
States  succeeded  to  Virginia's  rights  by  a  treaty  of  cession. 
Three  years  later,  the  Ordinance  providing  for  the  government  of 
the  Northwest  Territory  was  passed  by  Congress.;  In  1790,  Knox 
County,  which  included  all  of  Indiana  and  parts  of  Ohio,  Michigan, 
Illinois,  and  Wisconsin  was  organized.    Indiana  Territory  was 
established  in  1SC0,  and  in  1516,  Indiana  was  admitted  into  the 
Union  as  a  state. 

Before  Whitewater  Valley  and  the  territory  which  eventually 
became  Hush  Count-  was  settled  by  the  white  man,  the  Delaware, 
or  Lenni-Lanappes  Indians  claimed  this  part  of  the  state  and  made 
it  their  home,    Their  principal  village  in  the  county  was  near 
what  later  became  known  as  "Arnold's  Home",  on  the  banks  of  the 
present  Ben  Lavis  Creek  in  Union  Township,.    In  line  with  its  policy 
of  purchasing  all  Indian  lands  in  the  state,  the  United  Stages 
Government  entered  into  a  treaty  of  cession  with  the  Belav.nres  on 
October  2-5,  1616,  at  St.  Harys,  Ohio,  purchasing  all  their  lands 
in  the  state.    The  government  surveyors  completed  their  v:ork  Acril 
2S,  1620,  and  the  land  was  placed  on  sale  at  the  Brookville  land 
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office  on  October  1.  The  Indians  retained  the  right  of  occupancy 
for  throo  years,  and  then  moved  to  reservations  provided  for  then 
wost  of  tho  Mississippi  River. 

Tho  first  white  men  to  come  to  tho  territory  which  later 
became  Rush  County  wore  squatters;  they  camo  bofore  tho  land  was 
placed  on  sale  and  were  unable  to  obtain  a  clear  title.    The  first 
of  these  squatters  was  probably  Enoch  Russell.    He  lived  in  the 
section  which  became  Franklin  County  until  shortly  after  tho  treaty 
with  the  Indians  was  signed  he  moved  into  territory  which  became 
Rush  County.    V/ith  the  assistance  of  a  man  named  Zack  Collins, 
Russell  erected  a  cabin — the  first  in  the  county— about  a  mile  and 
a  half  north  of-'  z'ne  present  site  of  Hew  Salem.    This  cabin  was 
intended  for  use  when  the  two  men  were  on  hunting  expeditions  in  the 
county  during  tho  winter  months.    The  next  spring  Russell  moved  his 
family  into  the  cabin,  and  made  it  his  permanent  home.    About  this 
time  Collins  built  a  cabin  in  the  same  neighborhood.    In  the  Tall 
of  1819,  Isaac  Williams,  Isaac  Phipps,  and  a  ran  named  "erryman 
built  cabins  nearby  for  hunting  purposes.    When  the  land  was  placed 
on  sale  at  I-roolrville,  John  Smith  entered  the  land  on  which  the 
Russell  cabin  stood.    Rushviile  Tov.-nship  was  settled  in  1S20  and 
1521  by  Jud£9  VT.  B.  Laugh  1  in j  Stephen  Sizas,  Christian  Clymor, 
Houston  Morris,  Elijah  Seward,  and  others. 

Rush  County  was  formed  out  of  territory  previously  attached 
to  Delaware  County,  ;,ew  Purchase,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
approved  December  31,  1821.    The  legal  boundaties  as  defined  in  the 
act  are:     "Beginning  at  the  southwest  corner,  of  section  twenty- 
seven  in  township  twelve  north  of  range  eight  east  of  the  second 
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principal  meridian;  thence  east  eighteen  miles  to  the  southeast 
corner  of  section  twenty-eight  in  township  twelvo  north  of  range 
eleven  east,  thence  north  to  the  line  dividing  townships  fifteen 
and  sixteen;  thence  west  eighteen  miles  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  socticn  three  in  township  fifteen  north  of  range  eight  oast; 
thonco  south  to  the  place  of  beginning."  (1) 

The  first  county  officials  wore  7/illiam  Sunken,  recorder, 
and  James  IJoKannis,  treo.surer;  .Amaziah  Morgan,  Jehu  Perkins,  and 
Joiin  Julian  were  commissioners;  Robert  Thompson  was  clerk  and  John 
Eays  was  sheriff;  and  Elias  Post  on  and  ITorth  Parker  were  associate 
judgos. 

The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  newly  formed  county  mot  for 
the  first  time  on  April  1,  1622,  at  the  cabin  of  Jehu  Perkins  which 
was  located  about  five  miles  southeast  of  Rushviile.    Their  first 
official  act  was  to  divide  the  county  into  six  townships.  At 
present,  there  are  twelve  townships  in  Rush  Countyj    Anderson,  Center, 
Jackson,  Iloble,  Orange,  Posey,  Richland,  Ripley,  Rushviile,  Union, 
Walker,  and  Washington* 

The  commissioners,  at  a  sr.ecial  meeting  held  on  June  17,  1622, 
at  the  home  of  Dr.  Vfilliam  Laughlin,  decided  the  county  seat  of 
Rush  County  should  be  the  present  site  of  Rushviile.    Conrad  Sailors 
was  appointed  county  agent,  with  authority  to  lay  out  the  new  town 
and  dispose  of  the  lots.    The  county  and  town  were  named  in  honor 
of  Dr.    Benjamin  Rush,  patriot,  humanitarian,  and  the  best  known 
physician  of  his  day.  (1745-1813). 

The  circuit  court  of  Rush  County  met  for  the  first  time  on 
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April  4,  1622,  at  the  hone  of  Stophen  Sine,  iust  south  of  Rushville, 
Tho  presiding  judgo  of  the  circuit  was  VTilliam  TiY.Vfi.ck. 

On  February  12,  1824,  the  commissioners  adopted  plans  for  the 
construction  of  the  first  courthouse  in  Rush  County.    This  build- 
ing, completed  in  162G,  was  a  two  story  brick  structure  forty  feet 
square,  and  was  surmounted  by  a  cupola.    The  contract  for  the 
second  courthouse  was  let  in  March  1645.    This  was  a  tiro  story  brick 
building  fifty  feet  by  eighty  feet  in  size,  and  was  completed  two 
years  later.    The  contract  for  the  third  and  present  courthouse  was 
let  on  "'arch  5,  1695,  and  was  accepted  as  complete  February  2,  1698. 
While  the  courthouse  was  voider  construction  county  business  was  trans 
acted  in  the  old  Christian  Church,  which  stood  on  the  corner  of 
Second  and  "organ  Streets. 

The  population  of  Hush  County  has  increased  very  little  since 
1690.    According  to  the  United  States  Census  the  population  that 
year  was  19,034;  in  1930,  it  was  19,412.    Of  these,  70,;  were  classi- 
fied as  rural.    The  only  city  in  the  county  is  Rushville,  and  there 
arc  two  incorporated  towns;    Carthage  and  C-lonwood.    There  are  also 
several  unincorporated  towns,  the  largest  of  which  are  Hilroy,  Arling 
ton,  and  Manilla.    98. 3$  of  the  population  are  native  born  whites. 

P.ush  Count\  is  primarily  an  agricultural  county,  and  occupies 
an  outstanding  position  in  this  respect.    It  ranks  first  among  the 
counties    of  the  state  in  the  production  of  corn  and  hogs  and 
third  in  wheat.    As  regards  natural  resources,  the  county  has  clay 
deposits,  a  small  amount  of  natural  gas,  sand  and  gravel  sufficient 
for  local  needs,  and  limestone. 
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The  rtost  important  manufacturing  industries  in  the  county 
aru  located  in  Rushville.    These  include  throe  furniture  factories 
and  othor  concerns  making  various  wood  products.    A  corrugated 
fiber  box  factory  is  located  at  Carthage.    A  few  canning  factories, 
scattered  throughout  the  county,  provide  seasonal  employment  to 
several  hundred  people.

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2.    GGVERITLSNTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEi 

Rush  County,  with  its  county  seat  at  Rushville,  ic  a  cub- 
division  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative,  judicial, 
and  political  purposes.     It  is  a  croature  of  the  legislature 
and  possesses  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as  are  con- 
ferred by  acts  of  the  legislature  or  are  incident  and  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof.     Created  by  the  state,  the 
county  is  subject  to  legislative  control  at  any  time  and  its 
powers  nay  be  amplified  or  diminished  without  its  consent. 

Rush  County  was  organized  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  effective  April  1,  1322.  (1)    Its  present  government, 
as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its  development  under 
the  original  Constitution  of  1816,  the  present  Constitution 
adopted  in  1651,  and  more  bhan  a  century  of  legislative  action, 

J-he  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from 
England  and  the  American  Colonics,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana 
bro  ght  their  customs  and  laws.     Its  bo  innings  in  Indiana  arc 
found  in  bhe  laws  of  the  iiorthwest  Territory,  which  recognized 
the  counties  already  established,  and  provided  for  courts  and 
administrative  officers,  as  follows;    General  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  one  peace,  county  court  of  co^.Ou  pics,  (2)  and 
court  of  probate,  (3)  commissioners,  (4)  sheriff,  (5)  coroner,  (6) 
recorder,  (7)  treasurer,  (8)  (circuit  court),  (0)    These  officers 
were  appointed  by  either  bhe  governor  or  the  court.    The  laws  of 
Indiana  Territory  provided  for  oh«  appointment  of  additional 
officers:    Surveyor,  (10)  assessor,  (11)  prosecuting  attorney,  (12) 

(12) 
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and  county  ag.ent  who  conveys  and  receives  conveyances  of  public 
lands.  (13) 

In  tho  year  of  liil G  Indiana  w  .s  admitted  to  the  Union  and 
the  constitution  o*  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each 
county  of  a  olerk  of  the  circuit  court,  (14)  recorder,  (15) 
sheriff  and  coroner,  (16)  and  continued  the  other  territorial 
officers  until  superseded,  (17) 

'£ho  legislature,  in  lulV,  established  a  body  called  the 
board  of  commissioners,  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county;  (16) 
the  office  of  treasurer,  who  was  appointed  by  the  board  of 
commissioners;  (19)  and  in  1618  the  office  of  surveyor,  who  was 
appointed  and  commissioned    by  the  Governor  of  the  state.  (20) 

In  1824,  the  board  of  commissioners  was  abolished,  and  its 
functions  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county, 
who  constituted  the  boare.  for  doing  county  business,  (21)  until 
in  1331  the  board  of  commissioners  was  reestablished,  which 
consisted  of  three  members  elected  by  the  voters.  (22)  ".Then 
Hush  County  was  organised  in  1622,  its  government  followed 
the  form  outlined  above.    In  1351  the  legislature  made 
surveyor  an  appointee  of  the  aoard  of  commissioners,  (25)  and  in 
1541  created  the  elective  office  of  auditor .  (24)  Otherwise 
the  original  organization  continued  practically  unchanged  for 
nearly  thirty  years. 

As  the  state  grew.,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  wi  in  ;hc 
(Constitution  of  1816,  but  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  aid  not 
succeed  until  1850,  when  a  constitutional  covention  was  called 
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whioh  framed  a  new  constitution.  (25)    This  constitution  .-/as 
submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  state  and  adopted  in 
1851  and  proclaimed  by  the    over nor  to  bo  effective  on  November 
1,  13G1,  and  v/ith  amendments,  remains  the  Constitution  of  Ind- 
iana. (2C) 

Hach  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has 
an  individual  governmental  organisation.    Although  the  Constitution 
of  1351  forbids  special  legislation,  (27)  and  -oh.,  reneral  out- 
line of  the  organization  of  county  government  remains  the  same, 
the  general  assembly  has  provided  the  necessary  variations  to 
take  care  of  local  needs    n    conditions.     These  variations  lie 
chiefly  in  one  number  of  officers  end  courts  provided  for  counties 
v.-ifnin  classifications  based  upon  population.    Urban  and  rural 
areas  obviously  cannot  be  ruled  by  the  san.e  number  of  of fleers. 
Each  county  has  the  constitutional  office  rs,  out  bhe  e  ;atutory 
officers  vary  In  number,  pov.'crs,  and  duties.     The  latter  officers 
ray  be  compulsory-  in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be  optional  ad 
therefore  established  in  only  a  text  instances;  others  are  auth- 
orized in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,   shou  ..  the  class  may 
include  only  one  county. 

Indian  stands  alone  among  tEe  states  of  bhe  Union  in  having 
a  dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,  since  the  establishment 
in  each  county  of  a  county  council  in  1809.  (28) 

^oroncr,  who  holds  inquests  in  all  cases  of  death  by  vio- 
lence   nd  of  suspicious  circumstances. 
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Treasurer,  who  rocoiycs  and  disburses  all  county  moneys 
including  the  collection  of  taxos,  end  serves  as  ex-officio 
rnenber  of  bhe  board  oi'  r  ..view. 

■Auditor,  ..ho,  the  financial  agent  oi'  bhe  county,  compiles 
the  cou.iry  budget  estimates,  prepare:;  the  tax  duplicator;  and 
sorvws  as  cleric  and  member  or  several  county  boards. 

Purveyor,  vrho  has  charge  of  nil  surveying  and  civil  en- 
gineering work  oi'  bhe  ^ou..ey,  including  the  i.iaintenance  of 
dtainage  systems.  (30)

(33)  to  control  the  finances  of  county  govern    at.     This  cor;. oil 
consists  of  seven  nem:ers,  elected  for  t-_;rms  of  four  years, 
The  council  has  pov/er  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes 
and  for  all  purposes  where  the  rate  is  not  rixed  by  lav;  ana  is 
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required  to  be  uniform  throughout  tho  county;  to  adopt  the 
counb;    budget  and  •  chc  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations 
from  %he  county  bre.asuryj  an^  «ho  exclusive  power  to  authorise 
the  borrov/in^  of  money  and  the  issuing  of  bonds,*  (34) 

Superintendent  of  schools,  in  1575,  (35)  who  has  general 
superintend  ace  of  ail  schools  of  tha  county  outside  of  incor- 
porated cities  and  towns,  (36)    Elected  by  the  township  trustees, 
(37)  he  is  ex-officio  member  and  president  of  the  county  board 
of  education.  (35) 

Board  of  Ccucaeion,  in  1875,  (59)  consisting  since  an 
amendment  of  187,7  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  township 
trustees,  and  the  chairman  Ox  school  trustees  of  each  ci.y  and 
town  of  the  county.*    The  ooard  considers  the  general  wants  and 
needs  of  !>ho  •  chools  and  schoo.-  property ,  and  all  matters  relats 
ing  to  the  purchase  of  school  furniture,,  boons,  maps,  and  charts.  (40) 

Health  officer,  in  15^1,  originally  secretary  of  bhe  hoard 
of  health,  (41)  abolished  by  an  act  of  1SGS,  v;h_ ch  created  the 
office  of  health  commissioner ,  (42)  whose  title  v;as  changed  in 
1935  to  health  officer,    he  is  appointed  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  cnC  must  be  legally  qualififed  to  practice  medicine, 
and  enforces  the  health  laws  of  the  state*  (43) 

Asc^c-oor,  in  1391,   (44)  who  instructs  end  advises  the  town- 
ship  assessors,  reviews  their  rc burns  and  examines  the  tax 
duplicates,  assesses  omit  bed  real  and  personal  property,  (45) 
and  appraises  estates  for  inheritance  taxes.  (46)    he  is  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  county,  (47)  and  is  cx-officio  member  .nd 
president  of  the  boar-  of  review*  (43) 
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Board  of  review,  in  1891,  whose  Members  arc  the  county 
assessor,  auditor,  and  treasurer,  (49)  and,  by  an  amendment 
of  1919,  two  freeholders  of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed 
by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.  (50)    This  board  equalizes 
tax  assessments  as  botween  townships  or  other  taxing  unite  and 
between  individual  property  owners,  Bind  may  set  aside  the 
aggregate  assessment,  if  too  h    h  or  too  low,  of  the  whole 
county  or  any  taxing  unit  thu-roof  and  order  a  new  assessment.  (51) 

3oard  of  finance,  in  19 07,  consisting  of  the  board  of 
commissioners,  with  the  auditor  as  secretary.  (52)    This  board 
has  the  custody  of  county  funds  and  selects  zhe  depositories, 
(53)  apportioning  the  deposits  among  the  banks  in  agreement 
with  other  municipal  corporations  in  the  county  accord.'.-  to 
the  total  resources  of  the  depositories.  (^4) 

Agricultural  agent,  in  1915,  who,  under  the  supervision 
of  Purdue  University,  conducts  far-  ers'  institutes  and  other 
movements  for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  and  country  life, 
and  aids  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  che  teaehors  of  the 
county  in  agricultural  educacion  and  domestic  science.    He  is 
appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  University,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board 
known  as  the  county  agricultural  agent  board.  (55) 

Highway  supervisor,  in  1935,  who  supervises,  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  cor.anis  si  oners,  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  all  county  highways.     The  board  of  commissioners  makes 
the  appoint]  snt  and  may  appoint  the  surveyor  as  highway  supervisor. 
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However,  the  board  oi'  corxdssionors  of  Rush  County  has  ap- 
pointed an  extra  officer  as  highway  supervisor.  (56) 

Board  of  tax  adjustment,  in  1953,  consisting  oi'  coven 
members  (57)  who,  by  an  amendment  of  1937,  are:    One  member 
of  the  county  council,  chosen  by  the  council;  the  mayor  of 
the  largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  public  official  of  any 
cicy  in  the  county,  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city 
of  the  county;  one  member  of  the  county  board  of  education, 
selected  by  such  board;  and  four  freeholders  appointed  by  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court.    The  board  examines  any  tax  levy 
and  the  corresponding  items  of  the  budget,  and  adjusts  the 
tax  rate  so  that  it  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  municipal  corpora- 
tion, the  total  tax  rate  prescribed  by  law.  (58) 

School  fund  board,  in  1935,  consisting  of  bhree  members; 
the  auditor  and  the'  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  ex  officio, 
and  one  member  appointed  by  the  jud^e  of  the  circuit  court. 
The  board  makes  all  loans  from  the  common  school  and  the  con- 
gressional township  school  funds  -co  owners  of  real  estate,  duly 
secured  by  mortgage.  (59) 

Department  of  public  welfare,  in  1356,  (60)  comprising 
the  boaru  of  public  welfare,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed 
by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court. ,  (61)  and  the  director  of 
public  welfare,  appointed  by  the  board.  (62)    The  department 
av^ministers  the  measures  of  public  welfare  as  prescribed  by 
law  and  the  rules  of  the  state  department.  (63) 
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hcgiotration  officer,  in  1933,  who  is  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  ox  officio.    He  conducts  the  registration  of 
voters  (64)  and  furnishes  a  list  of  the  registered  voters  to 
the  inspector  of  ~ach  prucinct.  (65) 

Board  of  election  commissioners,  in  1  ,09,  consisting  of 
the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons  appointed  by 
hi:.:,  of  opposite  political  parties.     The  board  ortpares, 
..rints,  and    istributes  ballots  for  general  elections  (60) 
and  appoints    the  precinct  officials.  (67) 

"oard  of  canvassers,  in  1905,  which  is  the  >>oard  of 
election  commissioners.  (63)    The  board  canvasses,  tabulates, 
and  compiles  the  election  returns  of  the  county  KC9)  and  cer- 
tifies the  candidates  elected.  (70) 

Board  of  primary  election  commissioners,  in  1915,  con- 
sisting of  she  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  Persons 
appointed  by  him,  of  opposite  political  parties.     The  board 
prepares,  prints,  and  distributes  ballots  for  primary  elec- 
tions. (71) 

Judicial 

£ta  judicial  system  of  Rush  County,  as  of  other  Indiana 
counties,  is  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  subsecuent  ac 
the  Indiana  General  Assembly.  The  constitution  authorized  an 
directed  that  the  state  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits.  (7: 
Rush  County  constitutes  the  sittfcy-fdfth  circuit,  established  : 
1016.  (75)    rVevi.usly,  it  was  part  of  a  judicial  circuit  to 
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which  other  counties  were  attached.    The  constitution  further  pro- 
vides for  tho  election  of  a  judge  (74)  and  a  prosecuting  attorney 
for  the  circuit,  (7b)  and  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  (76)  The 
circuit  court  has  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases, 
criminal,  civil,  probate,  and  juvenile,  except  where  exclusive 
or  concurrent  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  law  upon  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  is  conferred  by 
law.     It  also  has  jurisdiction  of  ail  other  causes,  matters, 
and  proceedings  where  exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof  is  not  con- 
ferred jy  lav/  upon  some  other  court  or  office.  (77) 

Records  System 

The  records  of  Rush  County  began  with  its  creation  in 
1822.     The  establishment  of  each  of  the  county  offices  and 
bureaus  inaugurated  their  records  .vhich  were  kept  in  such  fashion 
as  the  incumbents  saw  fit,  following  in  the  main  the  directions 
of  tr.c  general  assembly  under  the  provisions  for  e?.ch  respective 
office.     In  130 9,  the  legislature  established  the  state  board  of 
accounts,  which  formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs  systems  of 
accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for  every  public 
office  of  Bhe   sane  class.  (78)    Under  this  law  some  of  the  records 
were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  over- 
lapping.    The  board  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  loose-leaf 
records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records  ere  typed.  The 
quality  of  the  paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  rebinding' 
practices  ar~  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  county 
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co.iunissionors,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  required. 

Ifhefciever  it  may  be  nec  ssary  for  the  preservation  of  the 
records  of  any  office,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners to  issue  on  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to 
cony  and  transcribe  the  rccorus.  (79) 

In  1925  a  lav/-  was  passed  pormitting  county  officials,  at 
their  discretion,  to  burn  over  to  the  archives  division  of  the 
state  library  for  permanent  preservation,  any  offici-1  books, 
records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed 
bodks  and  materia-!  not  in  current  use  in  their  offices.  (80) 
This  lav;  is  optional  and  has  bet.,  ineffectual.    County  officials 
are  loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in  use  and 
in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call 
for  them.     Consequently,  zhay  have  only  occasionally  availed  then- 
selves  of  this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old 
records. 

The  recorder  and  other  county   .fficers,  by  an  act  of  1927, 
art  authorized  to  record  aeeds,  mortgages,  ana  other  instruments 
by  any  approved  photographic  process  adopted  by  the  board  ef 
commissioner aii  (81) 

In  1957,  the  general  assembly  authorized  the  director  of  the 
state  library,  at  his  discretion,  to  make  a  copy,  by  photography 
cr  in  any  other  way,  of  any  official  boo!:,  record,  document, 
original  paper,  newspaper,  or  printed  book  or  material  in  any 
county,  city,  or  osher  public  office,  for  preservation  in  the 
state  archives.    All  p  blic  officials  must  pemit  copies  to  be 
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made  of  the  books,  records,  documents,  and  papers  in  their  respec- 
tive offices.  (<j2)

The  Rush  County  court  house,  a  three  story  "brick  and  stone 
structure,  occupies  a  public  square  in  the  centor  of  Rushville. 
Built  ir.  1336,  it  is  170*  in  length,  110'  in  width,  and  50'  in 
height,  oxclusive  of  the  clock  tower.    The  offices  of  the  sheriff 
tho  survoyor,  tho  department  of  public  welfare,  and  the  agricul- 
tural agent  aro  located  on  the  first  floor;  the  offices  of  the 
clerk,  the  recordor,  tho  troasurer,  tho  auditor,  and  tho  high- 
way suporvisor  on  tho  second  floor;  tho  ofi'icos  of  tiio  assessor 
and  tho  superintendent  of  schools  on  tho  third  floor;  and  the 
stora^o  room  for  records  in  tho  attic. 

Board  of  Commissioners 

Records  of  the  comr.issionors  are  housed  in  the  auditor's 
office  and  record  room,  the  recorder's  record  roor.,  and  the. 
treasurer's  office  (q.v.,  infra). 

County  Council 

All  records  of  the  council  are  in  tho  auditor's  office  and 
record  room  (q.v.,  infra). 

Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court 

The  clerk's  office  and  record  room,  on  the  northwest 
cornor  of  the  second  floor,  are  45'  by  39'  by  15'  and  25'  by 
17'  by  13'  res-ooctivoly  and  have  wooden  floors,  plastered  walls 
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and  plastered  coilings.     Providing  adequate  accoix-.odations  for 
users  of  tho  records,  both  rooms  arc  -.veil  lighted,  but  ventila- 
tion in  tho  record  room  is  poor.    Cn  stcol  shelving  in  the  office^ 
110'  of  which  are  unoccupied,  arc  120'  of  bound  volumes  and  2'  of 
unbound  records  in  file  boxes  10"  deop— 3/'  each  of  the  records  of 
tho  cleric  and  the  circuit  court.    In  the  record  room  are  1332'  of 
bound  volumes  and  361'  of  unbound  rocordo.    Additional  shelving, 
which  is  needed,  can  bo  installod  to  care  for  an  estimated  fifteen 
years  of  expansion.     Forty  six  per  cent  of  the  clerk's  records, 
all  tho  rocords  of  the  cordon  pleas  court  and  the  coroner, 
94/i  of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court,  and  2%  of  the  recorder's 
rocords  are  housed  in  the  vault.     The  other  51$  of  tho  cleric's 
records  are  in  the  auditor's  record  roor.. 

Recorder 

The  recorder  occupies  an  office,  a  private  office,  and  a 
record  room  on  the  southwest  corner  of  the  first  floor.  Both 
rooms  have  woodon  floors  and  plastored  walls  and  ceilings,  and 
both  are  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.    Measuring  57'  by  39' 
by  15',  tho  main  office  contains  G35'  of  bound  volumes  and  14'  of 
unbound  rocords  in  filo  boxes  5"  deop,  ample  space  being  left  on 
the  prosont  shelving.     (llo  details  at  present  are  available  for 
the  private  office.)     The  rocord  roor.,  which  is  34'  by  24'  by  15', 
is  equipped  with  700'  of  steel  shelving,  partially 'occupied  by 
4-31'  of  bound  volunos  and  26'  of  unbound  rocords  in  file  boxes 
5"  deep.    Soven  per  cent  of  the  recorder's  records,  5%  of  the 
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records  of  the  circuit  court,  and  17%  of  the  records  of  the  board 
of  roviow  are  housed  in  tho  recorder's  inain  offico;  6y.>  of  tho 
recorder's  records  in  hie  private  offico;  and  Qo%  of  the  recorder's 
records  and  12%  of  the  commissioners 1  records  in  his  record  roon. 
Adequate  accomodations  arc  provided  for  usors  of  tho  records,  the 
other  2,'o  of  which  are  housod  in  the  clerk's  rocord  room. 

Circuit  Court 

Circuit  court  records  are  housod  in  the  clerk's  offico  and 
record  roon  and  the  recorder's  office  (c.v.,  supra). 

Corz.-.on  Pleas  Court 

Records  of  the  comnon  pleas  court  aro  housed  in  the  clerk's 
rocord  roon  (q.v.,  supra). 

Sheriff 

The  sheriff's  nain  and  private  office  occupy  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  first  floor.    The  main  office  is  22'  by  22'  by  10'; 
tho  private  office,  13'  by  15'  by  11'.     Both  have  v/ooden  floors, 
plastered  v/alls,  and  plastorod  ceilings,  and  lighting  and 
ventilation  in  both  are  good.    Eighteen  feet  of  found  volunes  and 
G'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxos  9"  deep  are  housed  in  the  rrnin 
office,  and  59'  of  unbound  records  in  the  private  offico,  tho  present 
chelvinr  in  both  being  adoquato  for  several  years'  expansion. 
Twenty  seven  por  cent  of  tho  shoriff's  records  aro  housed  in  his 
rxiin  office,  71, J  in  his  private  office,  and  2>-conprisin£  a  few 
volunes  of  the  Jail  P-c^ister—in  his  rosidonco  in  tho  jail 
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building.     In  all  rooms,  £ood  accomodations  arc  ~>r0  /idod  for 
usors  of  tho  records. 

Coroner 

The  coroner's  rcoords  arc  hopt  in  tho  clerh's  record  room 
(q.V.,  cuora). 

Accessor 

Tho  assessor's  office,    a  well  lighted,  well  ventilated 
room,  noasurinc  22'  by  22'  by  15*,  lice  on  tho  east  cidc  of  tho 
third  floor.    Tho  office  has  a  v/oodon  floor  and  plastorod  walls 
and  coiling;  it  is  equipped  with  98'  of  shelving,  on  which  aro 
94'  of  vound  volunos.    These  comprise  all  the  assessor's  records, 
and  slightly  noro  than  1%  of  the  auditor's  records.  Good 
accomodations  for  users  of  the  records  are  providod  hero.

All  records  of  the  board  of  tax  adjustment  are  kept  in  the 
auditor's  office  (q.v.,  infra). 

Board  of  Finance 

The  records  of  the  board  of  finance  likewise  aro  kept  in  tho 
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auditor's  offico  (q.v.,  infra). 

Treasuror 

The  treasurer's  office  and  vault,  on  tho  northeast  corner 
of  the  second  floor,  house  most  of  tho  rocords  of  that  official. 
Tho  office  has  a  tvoodon  floor  34'  square,  plastered  walls  18' 
high,  and  a  plastcrod  ceiling.    It  contains  1022 1  of  shelving, 
partially  occupied  by  883'  of  bound  volur.os.    The  vault,  of  tho 
sane  construction  as  the  offico,  is  18f  by  20'  by  10'.  Here, 
as  in  the  offico,  tho  stool  and  v/ooden  shelving  is  only 
nartially  occupied  by  38'  of  bound  voluraos  and  103'  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  4"  deep.    The  office  is  v.-ell  lighted  and 
vrell  ventilated,  and  furnishes  persons  consulting  the  records 
with  satisfactory  accomodations;  the  rocord  room  is  poorly 
lighted  and  poorly  ventilated,  and  has  no  accommodations  for  use 
Eighteen  per  cent  of  the  treasurer's  records,  Ifo  of  the  co~-J.ss- 
ioners*  records,  and  less  than  1%  of  the  auditor's  records  are 
housed  in  tho  office;  65^  of  the  treasurer's  records  and  less 
than  1%'of  the  auditor's  records  are  housed  in  the  vault.  The 
rcr-aindor  of  tho  treasurer's  records-- 17>£--are  housed  in  the 
auditor's  office  and  rocord  room. 

Auditor 

The  auditor's  offico  and  record  roon,  measuring  54'  by 
3G'  by  20'  and  30'  by  15'  by  20',  are  iocatod  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  socond  floor.    Having  -.vooden  floors  and  plastered 
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v.-allc  and  ceilings,  thoco  rooms  aro  in  good  condition,  and 

are  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.    Tho  office  houses  310'  of 

bound  volumes  and  93'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  10"  deep, 

completely  filing  the  prosont  shelving;  space,  hov.-ovor,  can  bo 

obtainod  hore  for  tho  installation  of  additional  shelving.     In  tho 

record  roora  tho  sano  conditions  prevail:    its  steel  shelving  is 

entirely  occupied  by  1140'  of  bound  volumes  and  151'  of  unbound 

records  in  file  bores  10"  deep,  but  space  for  additional  shelving 

con  bo  obtained.

II.    COUNTY  COUNCIL 

In  13S9  the  legislature  created  the  oounty  oounoil.  This 
council  consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  must  be  resident  freeholders  of  thd  county.

(3) 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of 
the  members m  (4)     Sessions  must  be  public  (5)    Although  a  majority 
of  the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances 
requires  a  majority  of  all  members;  and  extraordinary  majorities 
ore  required  by  law  in  certain  instances:  (6)  a  three-fourths  vote 
to  increase  or  insert  an  item  in  the  budget  estimates  submitted 
by  the  county  agencies  through  the  auditor;  (7)  a  two-thirds  vote 
to  make  additional  appropriations  at  special  meetings.

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  where  it  is  not  fixed  by 
law,  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  council,  likewise  the  power  of 
making  appropriation  of  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  oounty 
treasury.

III.  CLUUK 


The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  oonmonly  referred  to  ac 
"county  olerk",  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four- 
yoar  torn,  and  not  entitled  to  hold  office  for  more  than  eight 
years  of  any  tv.-olvo-yoar  poriod.  (1)    Prior  to  1851,  the  office  of 
clerk  functioned  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  1816.  (2)  The 
incoption  date  of  this  office  in  Rush  County  is  1822. 

The  olerk  of  the  circuit  court  also  serves,  by  statutory 
provisions,  as  clerk  of  any  and  all  county  courts  and  as  such  is 
requirod  to  keep  a  set  of  dockets  and  records  for  the  courts.  (3) 

In  addition  to  his  court  duties,  numerous  other  duties  are 
imposed  upon  the  clerk  by  statute.    He  serves  ex  officio  as  regis- 
tration officer  for  the  county  and  as  a  member  of  the  various 
county  election  boards.  (4)    In  discharging  his  election  duties 
he  is  required  to  koep  records  of  all  elections  in  the  county,  (5) 
issuo  certificates  of  election  to  successful  candidates,  (6)  and 
act  as  clerk  to  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  circuit  court 
to  make  a  rocount  in  contested  elections.  (7) 

Cthor  important  duties  of  the  clerk  aro  tho  issuance  of  marriage 
licenses;  (8)  professional  licenses,  such  as  physicians',  (9) 
dentist**,  (10)  and  optometrists';  (11)  hunting,  fishing,  and  trapping 
licenses;  (12)  business  licenses,  such  as  poultry  dealers'  (13)  and 
junk  dealers';  (14)  and  permits  to  carry  firearms.  (15)    He  approves 
the  bonds  of  county  officers,  (16)  and  approves  and  files  the  bonds 
of  notaries.  (17)    He  is  requirod  to  keep  a  nurses'  register  (16) 
and  a  record  of  firm  and  partnership  certificates,  (19)  and  ho  also 
reoords  many  legal  instruments.

IV.    PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY 

The  prosecuting  attorney  is  a  constitutional  officer, 
elected  in  eaoh  judicial  circuit  for  a  tern  of  two  years,  (l) 
He  is  required  to  po3t  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of  the 
cirouit  court  and  filed  with  the  clerk.  (2) 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  prosecut- 
ing attorney  existed  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  1831.    A  prosecuting 
attorney  for  each  judicial  circuit  was  chosen  by  a  joint  ballot 
of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives.  (3)    The  inception  date 
of  this  office  in  Rush  County  is  1831. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  to  inquire  into 
the  commission  of  any  felony  or  misdemeanor  received  on  informa- 
tion. (4)    He  conducts  all  prosecutions  for  felonies  and  mis- 
demeanors in  Rush  County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances, 
resists  applications  for  changing  names,  protects  interest  of  all 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  superintends  on  behalf  of  the  county  any 
of  its  trust  funds,  and  defends  all  suits  in  which  the  same  may  be 
interested.  (3) 

The  prosecuting  attorney  may  take  acknowledgements  to  deeds 
or  other  instruments  in  writing,  administer  oaths,  protest  notes 
and  checks,  takes  depositions  of  witnesses,  and  perform  and  duty 
now  conferred  on  a  notary  public.

VI.    COMHOH  PLEAS  COURT 


Tho  corron  pleas  court  was  established  by  on  act  of  1852, 
effective  in  Hush  County  in  1853.  The  judge  was  elected  for  a 
tern  of  four  years,  (l) 

The  oourt  had  jurisdiction  in  natters  relating  to  probate  of 
wills;  appointment  of  guardians  for  persons  of  unsound  mind  and 
other  disabilities;  in  matters  relatin  to  executors  and  adminis- 
trators; (2)  in  civil  matters  ranging  from  fifty  to  one  thousand 
dollars,  except  in  cases  of  slander,  libel,  breach  of  marriage 
contract,  and  on  action  on  an  official  bond,  or  where  the  title  of 
real  estate  was  in  issue;  (3)  and  criminal  jurisdiction  in  cases 
which  were  not  felonies,  except  those  triable  by  the  justice  of  the 
peace.  (4) 

At  the  tine    of  the  creation  of  this  court,  cases  pending  which 
came  under  the  new  jurisdiction,  were  transferred  from  the  circuit 
court  to  the  common  pleas  court.    Because  of  the  inadequacies  of 
this  court,  it  was  abolished  in  1873  and  the  jurisdiction  was 
transferred  to  the  circuit  court.    Pending  cases  continued  to  be 
entered  in  common  pleas  records  until  completion  of  the  suits.  (5)

VII.  RECORDER 


The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  is  required  to  post  bond*,   (l)    Ho  person  is 
eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  recorder  for  more  than  eight  years 
in  any  twelve-year  period.  (2)    The  inception  date  of  this  office 
in    Rush  bounty  is  1322,  the  or conization  date  of  the  county. 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions:    To  make 
and  preserve  a  public  record  of  legal  documents  for  officials  and 
private  persons  as  required  by  law.    Of  the  many  hinds  of  instr- 
ments  recorded  the  more  irrptortant  ere:    Deeds,  mortgages,  and 
apprentices'  indentures,  (3)  satisfactions,  cancelations,  and 
assignments  of  any  hind,  (4)  releases,  (5)  mechanics'  lions,  (c) 
a^id  looses,  (?) 

The  recorder  is  also  required  to  keep  a  record  of  articles  of 
incorporation  filed  in  his  office,   (S)  and  certificates  of  admission 
for  foreign  corporations  to  do  business  in  Indiana.

VIII.  SHERIFF 

The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,    no  must  give  a  bond  to  insure  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  is  required  to  take  the  usual  oath  of  office,  (l) 
No  person  is  eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  sheriff  for  more  than 
four  years  in  any  period  of  six  yoars.  (2)    Prior  to  tho  Constitu- 
tion of  1851  tho  office  of  sheriff  functioned  by  virtue  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816.  (3)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in 
Rush  County  is  1822,  the  organization  date  of  the  county. 

The  sheriff  is  the  conservator  of  peace  within  Rush  County. 
Ke  may  arrest  without  process  all  persons,  who  within  his  view 
commit  any  crime  or   misdemeanor,   and  hold  them  in  custody  during 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  such  arrest.    He  is  required  to 
suppress  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  has  authority  to  call  to 
his  aid  the  power  of  the  oounty;  pursue  and  commit  to  jail  all 
felons;  maintain  and  preserve  order  in  the  courts  of  the  county 
except  justice  of  the  peace  courts.    He  also  maintains  the  jail 
and  takes  care  of  the  prisoners  confined  in  it.  (4)    It  is  his 
duty  to  protect  persons  in  danger  of  possible  lynchings.  (5)  Ke 
mokes  arrests  of  all  persons  on  indictments,  warrants,  affidavits, 
and  upon  information  received  from  the  prosecutor  or  the  court, 
and  commits  them  to  jail.  (6) 

As  a  court  officer  of  Rush  Oounty  he  is  required  to  Slake 
service  of  all  process.  (7)    He  sells  mortgaged  property  on  fore- 
closure proceedings;  (8)  executes  deods  to  real  estate  sold  on

X.  AUDITOR 


The  auditor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term,  (l)    l'o  person  can  hojd  office  for  more  than  cicht  years 
in  any  period  of  twelve.  (2)    He  is  required  to  post  bond  in  the 
amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  approved  by  and  filed  *.vltn  the 
county  commissioners.  (3)  The  inocption  date  of  this  office  in 
Rush  County  is  1841.  ■ 

This  office  is  the  center  of  county  financial  administration, 
and  here  the  financial  records  of  county  business  are  preserved. 

The  auditor's  principal  functions  are  fourfold:    As  a  county 
"controller",  he  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  county  and  issues  war- 
rants for  all  claims,  including  those  approved  by  the  commissioners. 
Ex  officio  he  acts  as  clerk  to  the  board  of  eommis  si  oners,  (5)  the 
county  council,  (6)  and  the  board  of  tax  adjustment,   (7)  and  as 
secretary  of  the  board  of  review,  (0)    As  a  tax  officer,  he  prepares 
the  official  tax  duplicates,   (10)  and  certifies  to  the  treasurer 
the  amount  of  taxes  due  from  banks. (11 )    As  budget  officer,  he 
compiles  estimates  made  to  him  by  each  county  agency  and  submits 
them  to  the  county  council.

XI.  ASSESSOR 

The  office  of  assessor  was  created  by  an  act  of  1801.  (l) 
This  officer  is  elected  for  a  four-year  term,  there  being  no  prohib- 
ition against  successive  terms.    The  inception  date  of  this  office 
in  Rush  County  is  1891.    Qualifications  are  established  by  law-.  He 
must  be  a  continuous  freeholder  of  Rush  County  for  not  less  than 
four  years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  election,  and  he  must  post  a 
five  thousand  dollar  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  freehold  sureties 
approved  by  the  auditor,  who  also  administers  the  oath  of  office. 
His  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  tax  commis- 
sioners, and  he  may  be  removed  by  that  board,  after  a  hearing,  for 
incompetency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct  in  office.  (2) 

The  duties  of  the  assessor  are:     To  examine  carefully  the  tax 
duplicates,  to  instruct  and  advise  the  township  assessors,  to  review 
their  returns,  to  assess  omitted  real  and  personal  property,  to  ap- 
praise estates  for  inheritance  taxes,  to  report  to  the  state  board 
any  delinquencies  of  township  assessors,  (3)  to  examine  public 
records,   (4)  and  to  set  a'  value  upon  intangibles  for  taxation,  (o) 
He  is  ex-officio  member  and  president  of  the  Rush  County  board  of 
reviev;.  (6)

XII.    BOARD  OF  REVIEW 

By  virtue  of  an  act  of  1919,  Rush  County  has  a  board  of  roview 
for  the  annual  roview  of  assessments  and  the  equalization  of  val- 
uation of  real  and  personal  property.    The  board  is  composed  of  the 
assessor,  treasurer,  and  auditor,  ex-officio,  and  two  freeholders 
of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed  annually  by  the  judge  of 
the  circuit  court.     The  assessor  is  president  and  the  auditor  is 
secretary  of  the  board,  (l) 

From  1881  to  1891  the  duties  of  reviewing  and  equalizing  tax 
assessments  were  performed  by  a  county  board  of  equalization  con-  . 
sisting  of  the  county  commissioners  and  four  freeholders  appointed 
by  the  circuit  judge.  (2)    The  law  of  1891  superseded  this  act  and 
created  the  board  of  review,  composed  of  the  treasurer,  assessor, 
and  auditor.  (3)     The  act  of  1919  reestablished  the  board,  adding 
the  two  freeholder  appointments  to  its  membership.  (4)    The  in- 
ception date  of  this  board  in  Rush  County  is  1881. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  make  changes  in  the  valuation 
of  property  in  the  township  or  any  taxing  unit  within  the  township, 
raid  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  added  or  deducted  in  order  to  make 
an  equitable  equalization  of  taxes  thoughout  the  county.     It  also 
may  redetermine  the  valuation  of  any  particular  tract  or  lot  upon 
the  complaint  of  the  owner.    If  the  board  shall  find  the  aggregate 
assessment  to  high,  too  low;  or  unequal,  it  may  set  aside  the  assess1 
ment  of  the  whole  county,  or  of  any  township  or  taxing  unit  therein, 
and  order  a  new  assessment.  (5) 
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Tho  board  also  makes  a  general  review  of  assessment  lists  to 
discovor  onittod  property  and  to  correct  errors  in  the  lists.  It 
ascccsos  tho  capital  stock  of  corporations  in  the  county,  except 
those  assessed  "by  tho  state  board  of  tax  commissioners,  such  as 
railroad,  telephone,  and  telegraph  companies.  (6)

Tho  board  of  tax  adjustment  of  Hush  County  v/as  established 
by  an  act  of  legislature  in  1933  and  consisted  of  sovon  members,  (l) 

By  an  act  of  1937  the  membership  of  the  board  was  changed. 
One  is  a  member  of  the  county  council,  chosen  by  the  council,  one 
member  is  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  pub- 
lic official  of  the  county  appointed  by  the  said  mayor  of  the  lar- 
gest city  of  the  county,  one  member  of  the  county  board  of  education 
seleoted  by  such  board,  and  four  freeholders  of  the  county  appointed 
by  the  jud^e  of  the  circuit  court.    Not  more  than  four  members  of 
such  adjustment  board  can  be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 
The  board  is  ompowored  to  serve  for  one  year.  (2) 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine,  and  if  it  deems  neces- 
sary, revise,  change,  or  reduce,  but  not  increase,  any  tax  levies 
and  any  corresponding  items  of  the  budget  on  which  the  tax  levies 
are  based,  and  apportion  the  total  of  all  of  the  levies  so  that  the 
total  levy  on  property  within  any  municipal  corporation  for  which 
the  property  therein  is  taxable,  shall  not  exceed  the  total  rate 
as  provided  by  law.  (3)

XIV.    BOARD  OF  FIEANCE 


By  virtue  of  an  act  of  1907,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Rush  County  constitutes  the  board  of  finance.    The  auditor  serves 
as  secretary.    It  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  ov/n  none  v.henever  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  purpose  intended  by  its  creation,  (l)  The 
inception  date  of  this  board  in  Rush  County  is  1907. 

The  board  of  finance  has  charge  of  and  controls  the  funds  of 
Rush  County.   (2)     Is  functions  are  to  select  the  banks  to  serve  a3 
depositories  for  county  funds  and  to  apportion  the  funds  among  such 
depositories.    In  lieu  of  depositing  county  funds  in  banks,  the  board 
may  purchase  United  States  Government  bonds  or  other  interest-bearing 
obligations  of  the  United  States  Government  or  its  instrumentalities. 
The  board  receives  monthly  statements  of  county  funds  on  deposit 
from  the  banks,  (4)  and  may,  as  it  sees  fit,  revoke  the  commission 
of  any  depository,  (o) 

The  general  assembly  of  1935  repealed  the  act  establishing  this 
board,  and  in  the  same  session  in  the  Depository  Act  of  1S35,  re- 
established the  board  of  finance  practically  unaltered.    The  board 
has  supervision  of  all  public  funds  of  the  county,  and  the  safe- 
keeping and  deposit  thereof.

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XVI.  TREASURER 

The  treasurer  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a 
term  of  two  years,    No  person  is  eligible  to  serve  more  than 
four  years  in  any  period  of  six  years,  (l)    Eo  is  required  to 
execute  his  official  bond,  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  the 
amount  of  money  which  may  come  into  his  hands  at  any  time  during 
his  term*  (2)    Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851  the  office  of 
treasurer  was  in  existemce  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  1817.  (3) 
The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Rush  County  is  1822,  the 
organization  date  of  the  county. 

The  treasurer  receives  all  moneys  coming  to  Rush  County  and 
deposits  the  same  on  the  proper  orders  issued  and  attested  by  the 
auditor.  (4)    He  keeps  fee  books  and  cash  books,  (5)    He  makes 
quarterly  reports  to  the  commissioners ;  (o)  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office,  he  gives  a  sworn  statement  to  the  auditor, 
showing  specifically  the  amount  of  fees  collected,   (7)  and  deposits 
with  the  auditor  all  orders  redeemed,  (8)    He  makes  a  monthly 
statement  to  the  treasurer  of  sta^e,  (S)  and  collects  all  taxes.

XVIII .     BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Tho  educational  system  of  Indiana  had  its  beginning  back  in 
1818,  and  cinco  then  it  has  undergone  soveral  changes. 

Tho  legislature  in  1818  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  for  each 
congressional  township-  (l) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1824  the  school  system  was  admin- 
istered by  throe  township  school  trustees,  who  were  elective*  (2) 

The  school  administrative  system  was  changed  by  the  legislature 
in  1833 ►    By  this  new  act  the  election  of  a  school  commissioner 
was  prescribed,  (3) 

In  1852  the  legislature  provided  that  the  township  trustees 
should  serve  as  a  board  of  school  trustees  in  each  civil  township,  (4) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  18G5  three  school  trustees  were 
elected  by  the  common  council  of  each  incorporated  city  and  the 
board  of  trustees  of  each  incorporated  town  to  administer  the  school 
system  in  conjunction  with  the  township  trustees  of  each  civil 
township.  (5) 

By  an  act  of  1873  the  county  board  of  education  was  created. 
The  board  was  comprised  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  township  trustees  of  the  county,  and  the  school  trustees  of 
each  city  and  town  of  the  county.  (6) 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Rush  County  is  1873. 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1877  tho  membership  of  tho  board 
was  changed  to  consist  of  the  county  superintendent  of  sohools.

(8)  Its 
powers  also  include  appointment  of  a  county  attendance  officer 
upon  nomination  of  tho  county  superintendent.  (9)    The  board  may 
purchase  text  books  from  publishers  and  sell  them  to  pupils  at 
cost.

XX.    HEALTH  OFFICER 


By  legislative  enactment  in  1881,  a  county  board  of  health 
was  established  and  was  required  to  elect  a  secretary  who  acted  as 
the  health  officer  for  each  town  and  city,  and  the  county,  (l) 

In  1891  the  legislature  amended  the  act  of  1381  and  enlarged 
the  duties  of  the  health  officer,  who  acted  through  the  board  of 
health.  (2) 

The  health  corj-.issior.or  v:as  providod  for  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature  in  1909,  and  in  the  sane  act  a  repeal  clause  repealed 
the  act  creating  the  county  board  of  health.    The  health  commission- 
er is  elected  by  the  county  c orruss  loners  to  serve  for  a  four-year 
tcrr..  (5)    The  health  commissioner  must  be  a  licensed  physician.  (4) 
The  inception  date  of  the  records  of  this  office  in  Rush  County  is 
1881. 

By  an  act  of  1955  the  title  of  county  health  commissioner  was 
changed  to  county  health-officer,  who  is  appointed  by  the  county 
co—issionor  with  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  health,  to 
servo  four  years.    The  county  health  officer  must  bo  legally 
qualified  to  practice  medicine,  suitably  trained  in  sanitary  science, 
and  his  qualifications  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  state  board  of 
health,    he  is  required  to  enforce  the  health  laws  of  the  state 
and  enforce  all  the  rules  of  the  state  board  of  health.  (5} 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  enforce  the  health 
lar.-s;  to  record  and  report  vital  statistics,  such  as  births,  deaths, 
and  marriages;  to  make  sanitary  inspections  of  all  public  and 
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private  "buildings  in  regard  to  sources  of  dicoc.ee;  to  establish 
quarantine  and  take  all  reasonable  means  to  protect  the  public 
health;  to  close  schools  and  churches;  and  to  prohibit  public  as- 
semblies to  prevent  epidemics.  (S)

XXI.    BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  board  of  public  welfare  of  Rush  County,  created  in  IS36 
by  an  act  of  the  legislature,  consists  of  five  persons  having  a 
recognized  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  public 
welfare.     The  board  members  are  appointed  by  the  judrje  of  the 
circuit  court;  at  least  two  monbors  must  be  women  and  not  more  than 
throe  members  may  be  adherents  of  any  one  political  party,  (l) 

Subject  to  tho  rules  and  regulations  of  tho  state  department 
of  public  welfare,  tho  board  is  charged  with  the  administration  of 
assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own  hones,  old  age  assis- 
tance, services  and  assistance  to  persons  otherwise  handicapped,  the 
care  and  treatment  of  dependent,  neglected,  and  handicapped  children, 
children  in  danger  of  becoming  delinquent,  and  such  other  -welfare 
activities  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  tho  state  department  of 
public  welfare,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  including  services 
connected  with  assistance  to  tho  blind.  (2) 

The  director,  who  is  appointed  by  the  board  of  public  welfare 
of  Rush  County  under  the  supervision  of  the  circuit  court,  performs 
the  functions  of  probation  omcer  and  agent  01  tne  cour«. 

All  jurisdiction  vested  in  county  boards  pertaining  to  welfare 
work  was  transferred  to  the  board  of  public  welfare  upon  its  organ- 
ization in  1S36.  (4)

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XXIII.    HIGHWAY  SUPERVISOR 


In  pioneer  times  the  roads  v/ere  maintained  by  the  local  author- 
ities.   The  citizens  usually  worked  out  their  road  taxes  "by  giving 
a  certain  number  of  days  labor ,  furnishing  their  ov/n  teams.  Tho 
township  road  superintendent  had  charge  of  the  work  performed. 
This  system  prevailed  for  nearly  a  half  a  century. 

In  1879  the  legislature  constituted  the  county  commissioners  a 
board  of  turnpike  diroctors,  each  serving  as  supervisor  in  his  own 
district,  (l)    In  1913  the  county  highways  were  placed  in  charge  of 
a  superintendent  of  highways,  who  was  appointed  by  the  county 
commissioners  for  a  term  of  two  years.  (2.)    Some  records  bear  his 
title.    This  office  was  abolished  in  1933,  (3)  and  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  on  tho  surveyor.  (4) 

In  order  to  provide  for  necessary  supervision  of  hihgways  in 
counties  warranting  more  attention  than  tho  surveyor  can  give,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  has  the  right  to  appoint,  at  its 
option,  a  highway  suporvisor  whose  term  of  office  is  discretionary 
with  the  board  of  county  commissioners.  (5)    Tho  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  Rush  County  has  appointed  a  highway  supervisor. 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Rush  County  is  1933. 

The  highway  supervisor  oversees  tho  maintenance  and  repair  of 
all  highways ,  bridges,  and  culverts  of  the  county,  (6)  and  has 
authority  to  fis  the  limits  of  loads  carried  over  them.  (7)  Ee

AGRICULTURAL  AGENT 


Tho  office  of  agricultural  aC0^  v,us  created  "by  the  legislature 
in  1915*    This  act  provided  that  an  agent  should  be  appointed  upon 
petition  by  tho  residents  of  the  county,  (l)    "he  inception  date  of 
this  office  in  Rush  County  is  1918. 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1937  the  office  of  agricultural 
agent  was  created  for  every  Indiana  county,    rhe  agricultural  agent 
is  appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  university,  subjoot  to  the  approval  of  a  state  board,  entitl- 
ed county  agricultural  agents  board.    The  qualifications  of  the 
agricultural  agent  are  prescribed  by  tho  board.  (2) 

The  county  council  is  required  to  appropriate  not  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars  annually  to  be  used  in    paying  office  help, 
expenses  of  the  agent,  mileage,  rent,  or  other  incidentals?  ^he 
salary  of  the  agricultural  agent  is  paid  by  the  state  through 
Purdue  University. 

Tho  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision 
of  Purdue  University,  are;    To  cooperate  with  movements  for  the 
advancement  of  agricultural  and  country  life,  vdth  farmers'  insti- 
tutes, farmers'  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organizations;  to 
conduct  practical  farm  demonstrations,  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  and 
contest  work;  to  give  advice  to  farmers  on  practical  farm  problems?  and 
to  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  teachers  of  the  county  in 
giving  practical  education  in  agriculture  and  domestic  science.  (2)
